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This is a decision on the petition filed herein 30 November, 1999, and supplemented 4 
January and 30 November, 1999, under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b), 1 to revive the 
above-identified application. ' 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The record indicates that: the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due and Notice of 
Allowability (with the requirement for filing of formal drawings) were mailed 24 May, 
1999, and due on or before 24 August, 1999.
